To those -living along the North 
Soskatchewan which is long since 
clear of ice, and 1s now flowing along 
placidly enough at low water, the 
following aecsounts of floods-in the 
eastern parts of the Territories and 
Manitoba, will make strange reading. 
Speaking of the high water in the 
Assiniboine, the Free Press of Satur- 
day says :— 

“After the tremendous flaw of ice in 
the Assiniboine last night the water 
rose three feet, and this morning all 
low places along the river were inun- 
dated. In Norwood a few of the resi- 
dests are having an erxpericnee of 
Venetian life, their dwellings being 
completely surrounded by water. The 
lower end of Lombard, MceDermotjand 
Eannatyne streets are flooded and the 
transfer track is submerged for some 


; distance. Qn the opposite side of the

Red the water is almost level with the 
top of the bank, and is over the top 
of the foundation of the woolen mills. 
The St. Poniface hospital cannot now 
be reached from any direction without 


passing through water, but the build- | 


ing stands on high ground. Immense 
cakes of ice are piled up around the 
canoe clubhouse in Norwood, and the 
platform has been crushed to pieces. 
Some buildings along the city front 
are now standing close to the edge of 
the water, but will probably escape 
damage. 

“The great weight of water and ice 
that came down the Agsmibcine last 
night played havoc with the ice 
breakers, the heads of the breakers of 
the C. N. RR. and Main street 
bridges baving been turned half 
pround. The east end of the C.N.R. 
bridge guard pier was also badly 
damaged and the guard pier of the 
Margland street-bridge auffered in a 
similar manner. The ice floes run- 
ning along shcre stripped the bark off 
the trees from top to bottom and Jeft 
them looking like bleached skeletons 
stunding in the midst of the flood: It 
is thought that all danger of damage 
from ice in this stream has passed, as 
only a comparatively smal} quantity 
of ice is now running. 

“At noon today the guage on the 
C. N. R. bridge at the mouth of the 


feet, 6 inches, a fall of 6 inches sinoe 
morning. 

“The water remains high along the 
C. P. R. track on the Prince Albert- 
Regina branch, and so far it has not 
been possible to make a transfer at 
Saskatoon eiree the bridge over the 
Saskatchewan river was washed away. 
The government ferry is being repair- 
ed and it is expected that a transfer 
will be made with the ferry tonight. 
There is a large amount of baggage, 
etc., to be transferred when the 
pie is ready. 

“The Soo line-is still blocked ow- 
ing to washouts, and there-hes been 
no trains through from North Por- 
tal to Moosejaw since the 18th. A 
local train runs between Moosejaw to 
Estevan every day. , 

“The Oxbow bridge is stil down, 
but a transfer is being miade daily 
at that point, and through connectiou 
is being maintained.”

The following report of Superinten- 
dent Constantine appears in the an- 


nual report of the N.W.M.P. for the }’ ; 


2 past year ;— 


“Phe district has, during the’ past |° 


year, increased very much in popula- 
tien, owing to the steady influx of 
newcomers, chiefly American, next in 
number being Séandinavians, the 
Canadians being a’close third. 

“The crops, ‘as a whoie, have turn- 


- ed ont better-than was expected, the 


eariy part of the summer having-been |= = 


so wet and cold. 

“In May, 1° was‘ordered.to estab- 
lish a detachment of police on the 
Mackenzie rivar. <I left this post on 
May 30, arriving here on the return 
journey on August 20, guing as far as 
Fort McPherson, within a short dis- 
tance of the Arctic ocean. One ser- 
geant and four constable were left at 
Fort McPherson, with instructions 
to patrol as far as Herschell island, 
and if conditions warranted, the Mc- 
Pherson detachment to be divided, 
and if suitable quarters and_ fuel 
could be procured at the island, to 


establish a detachmen ere. By a 
repor« received on No er 9, 1903, 
from Sergeant Fitzgera dated Her- 


schell island, August 2 05, he was 
about to carry out the structions. 
At the date of this report, one whal- 
er intended to winter there, the SS. 
Powhead, of 290 tons, Captain J. A. 
Cook. Last winter two wintered 
there, (Herschell isiand) the SS. Nar- 


officers and thirty- 

nine men, and the schooner Olga, Cap- 

tain Mckenna, 3 officers and one 

man; the remainder of the crew were 
natives frem the island.
